Im. the -first place it is based upon the 
claim that there are more miners and more coal 
mines in this country than are, needed to supply the 
demand for coal. According to this logic, then, it 
must be deductcd that any time there are more 
workers ‘Mm ony given Jine of industry than the 
dewxagnd for the preducts of that industry warrant, 
it ts the duly of cocicty in general to support the 
Woarless of that trad2 whether they ‘are needed 
or not, at full wages. The economic consequences of 
‘any .such:;fallacious doctrine, if rigidly applied, 
would be interesting.to watch. It could logically 
resulé in the sudden appearance of a steeple-climb- 
‘ers’ union numbering millions of members, 

The miners’ rcprecentatives now in conference 
with the employing companies, admit that the de- 
mani is without just merit and ought not to have 

, been: gaaide by«.the miners, byt. they are forced to 
subpait:,it. because they are so commanded. , ‘That 
the demand will be rejected by the employers isa 
fopegone. conclusion. After that ‘the men may, if 
they do what.they say tiey will do, vote to go 
on strika to enforce the demand, but. if they do 
that they cannot expect any symputay from the 
general..public or the m‘ljons of other workers 
who are Ww orking eight hours a day and neither 
five and & half or six days a week om falling 
wages. : 

If it ti true that there are more coal mines 
and more coal miners than there is demand for, 
then if is up to them to get other employment, 
in which everytcdy would be glad to help in any 
poss>le manner, but if on? is to judge by the 
price of coal to the consumer, the coficlusion 
would be that there ought to be more coal mines 
in operation, and more coal miners at work, thap 
there. is.
